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RE: Public Information Request for records regarding driver license applicants from Puerto Rico 

(PIR# 19-2887) 

Ms. Redden: 

The Department received your above-referenced request on July 3, 2019. You have requested three 
different sets of information from the Department. Regarding numbers two and three of your 
request, please find enclosed the information the Department located in response to your request. 
These records are provided to you at no cost. 

Regarding the first part of your request, the information you requested contains information that 
relates to: 

• a motor vehicle operator’s or driver’s license or permit issued by an agency of this state or 
another state or country; or 

• a motor vehicle title or registration issued by an agency of this state or another state or 
country; or 

• a personal identification document issued by an agency of this state or another state or 
country or a local agency authorized to issue an identification document. 

Texas Government Code §552.130 excepts information found in driver license records from the 
Public Information Act. The disclosure of driver license record information is governed by Chapter 
730 and Chapter 521, Subchapter C of the Texas Transportation Code. In your request, you have not 
indicated any provision of the aforementioned law that allows the Department to disclose this 
information to you. Because driver license infonnation is confidential under section 552.130 of the 
Texas Government Code and the other aforementioned law, the Department is prohibited from 
releasing it to you. 

Regarding the first part of your request, you have requested certain information out of the driver 
license database concerning individuals that have Texas driver license or identification card who 
were bom in Puerto Rico. This group of people whose information you are seeking is a class, and 
requesting the Department create a list of individuals that meet certain criteria (i.e. a class) is a 
class-type listing. Texas Transportation Code § 521.051 indicates that the Department “may not 
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disclose class-type listings from the basic driver’s license record file to any person except as 
provided by Texas Transportation Code § 521.049(c), regardless of whether the requestor is eligible 
to receive the information under Chapter 730.” Therefore, the Department is prohibited from 
releasing the requested information even if you can cite a provision under Chapter 730 that would 
normally allow disclosure of driver license record information because you are not eligible to 
receive class-type listing information under section 521.049(c). 

Normally, we must request a ruling from the Texas Attorney General before we can withhold any of 
the information you requested. However, section 552.130 allows us to withhold this specific 
information without requesting a ruling from the attorney general. 

You have the right to appeal our decision to withhold this information from you. Instructions for 
appeal are at the end of this letter. If you do not want to appeal, you do not need to do anything 
else.

(2) the name of the governmental body that withheld information from you; 

(3) the date you made your original request for infonnation; and 

(4) a copy of your original request for infonnation, or if you are unable to provide a 
copy, a description of your original request for information. 


You may also submit written comments stating why you think the infonnation should be released to 
you, but you are not required to do so.
